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Criteria for selecting schools for participation in Individually Pres- 
cribed Instruction is reflected in the application. The criteria used 
is the following: 



1. Administrative commitment - By this we mean, a self-study on the 
part of the local administration, gaining first-hand knowledge about 
the essential elements of Individually Prescribed Instruction and 
understanding some of the financial implications that each of these 
elements has. We then ask the administration to be able to say that 

they indeed can support, not only in philosophy, but financially, this 
project. J * 



2. Teacher commitment - We sincerely believe that the teachers of any 
given school have the same right that the administration has in in- 
vestigating a new instructional system that's to be used in their 
schools. Therefore, we ask that the faculty, or at least faculty 
representation, have an opportunity to visit our demonstration school 
and talk to other teachers and be involved in the basic decision as 

to whether their school will or will not become an IPI school. 

3. An understanding of the need for both administrative and teacher 
retraining. The understanding must include the kind of training that's 
involved, the time needed for sucli training, etc. 

4. Participation in research - Both the teachers and the administration 
should know quite clearly the kinds of research questions that are 
being asked, the kinds of data that will be collected, the need for 

attitude surveys of both teachers and students, additional achievement 
testing, etc. 

5. Uniqueness of situation - Here, we try to take into consideration 
the past history of any given school in terms of their own readiness 
activities for individualization. In the situations where we have 
applied the criteria anc have he 3 a to at least the first four, we 
have found that the success level is indeed high.
